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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

1. This action is in response to the RCE filed on June 1 , 2004. Claims 1-17 are 
pending. Claims 1-17 have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Dykstra (U. S. Patent 5,61 1 ,052) teaches automatic credit 
evaluation and loan processing system including program modules for remote access 
security, credit bureau information processing, credit scoring, message display, and 
facsimile generation, and the loan application is approved or declined based on credit 
scoring analysis. 

In regarding to independent claims 1, 7, 1 1-12 and 15, Dykstra taken either 
individually or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
loan origination compliance task workflow including an organized sequence of a plurality 
of task actions comprising a subset of the comprehensive list and disclosing all actions 
required by one or more of a third party originator, a lending institution, and a borrower 
so that lending institutions may legally compensate third party originators in compliance 
with applicable federal or state law.
